It has developed th at Gov, Odell yes­ 
terd ay requested Mr. Sheldon to w ith­ 
draw from the ra<*e for the nomination 
for second place on the ticket. 
The 
governor gave as a reason that he was 
of the opinion th at Mr. Sheldon’s c a n ­ 
didacy would jeopardize the schem e of 
the whole ticket. 
The governor added 
th a t he had selected Mr. Sheldon for 
the place and was his close personal 
friend but had reached the conclusion 
thut it was best Mr. Sheldon should 
retire.

Sheldon 
consulted 
with 
S enato r Platt, and, gaining the se n a ­ 
to r* support. Informed the governor he 
could not comply with the request. 
Governor Odell then sent to S enator 
P latt and asked him to use his Influ­ 
ence to get Mr. Sheldon to retire. 
Mr. 
P la tt announced th a t he 
would 
not 
m ake the request and that Mr. Sheldon 
w as in to stay. 
Shortly a fte r the a d ­ 
jo u rn m en t of the convention in th e a f­ 
ternoon, 
Lieut. Gov. 
Woodruff 
made 
this statem ent: 
"I have no personal anim osity against 
Mr. Sheldon. 
I believe th a t the objec­ 
tions th a t have been raised to him are 
Of th© gravest sort and th a t they jeop­ 
ardized the state ticket. 
I have no per­ 
sonal ambition. 
I am not and will not 
be a candidate.

I but to this request he at Aret answ ered 
that he had signified what h ts.w ish es 
in the m a tter were an d that the conven­ 
tion could w ork out the situ ation it­ 
self. 
H is esteem and regard for 
Mr. 
Sheldon was us great as ever but be­ 
cause of certain revelations he had b e­ 
come convinced th a t Mr. Sheldon could 
not help and would only hurt the ticket. 
Gov. Odell’s friend# then began to w ork 
actively to get Mr. Sheldon to le t h e 
and as a result of agitation, telegram s 
began pouring In from all sections of 
the state asking delegates not to vote 
for Sheldon on the ground of his b u si­ 
ness affiliations.
